Certainly the role of liberator la a delicate 
and dlfricult one. Old dLscontcnts could not 
be forgotten In countries where the end of 

■ nazi domination meant the chance to-start 
over with a clean political slate. Nor could 

' liberating forces avoid tlie task ot malntaln- 
\ing order until a stable, popularly acceptable 
govcrnmeot could be established. 

Yet the tasl: Is being compUcnled by clashes 
of desires between the liberating powers 
which are fanning the fires of civil dissension 
and piling resentment on tep of grntltudi 
Few can doubt that in the end these clashe 
will be resolved with the establishment ti 
governments In Poland. Yugaslavln, Romania 
and Bulgaria that Ru.ssia (Inds acceptable 
and of govcrnmcnl.^ In BelRlum, the Nether- 
lands, Italy and Greece that are acceptable to 
Great Britain. 

But what about ■'the coii.sciii ot the gov- 
erned?" Take the example ot Italy. All six 
political parties agreed to the appointment of 
Count Carlo Sforzn as foreign minister. But 
the British did not approve tlie appointment, 
aparently because they consider Sforza antl- 
Badogllo and anti-monarchy, 

■ So are a lot of other Italians. It would 

Nevertheless. Count Sforza didn't get t^ie Job. 

Polish patriots did not have the strength to 
drive out the nazls. But mlUloqs of them 
chose to live and die at the hazardous busl 
-Hess of resistance, thus paving the way lor 
liberation. Surely they have earned the right 
\ f o choose their own governors, 
,' ■ Yet Russia has not siiggosted accepting a. 
coalition cabinet In Poland and adjournlnp 
territorial settlement until a freely elected 
government takes otflce. 

Only In France have the patriots won out. 
And there they needed favorable circum- 
stances and superior leadership to overcome 
the long opposition of the American and Brit- 
ish Bovemmonts. 

Except in France, we have stayed clear of 
these disputes. Our hands-oll policy Is prob- 
ably wise if wc would save our greatest 
atrength to apply within the framework of 
the United Nations organization. But It is also 
"the policy of isolationism. And It may thrive 
If It appears, once the United Nations begin 
Junctlonlng, that Britain and Russia arc 
-deeply committed to continuing the policies 
of Europe's provisional governments. 

The Atlantic charter respects "the right of 
all peoples" to choose their form of govern- 
ment, and presumably Its administrative of- 
llcers. The United Nations organization la 
based on "the principle of the sovereign equal- 



ity of all peace-loving states. 
, But political events In Europe seem to be 
eteering toward contradiction of thcse prlncl- 
ples to which the majority of Americans aub- 
' scribe.

on the Coming Battle of Japan 



TTTTTH TiiE WAR in Europc not won by a. long sliot — and 
VV the war in the Pacific hardly begun— America ia in 
DO position to settle down for a "long winter's nap." ^ 

For even when tho war in Europe cornea to an tmd, it 
does not mean that what's left in the Pacific ia merely 
*"iitine dean-op. 

Tbe plain truth of the matter !« llml we'have not yet 
begun to wn<o full-iiz«d war in itio Eoot. And neither 
T tiii» the Jgp . 

Furthermore, it will be bigger, tougher, and longer than 
most Americana now expect. 

, In. the intereats qt fighting the most quickly decisivo 
.war, let no American fool himjelE on three counts — tli« 
(length of the war, the strength and endurance of the 
enemy, and the coat of the war. 

If ho has any doubts, let him examine the lacia: 

THE LENGTH OHHE WAR 

fThe Allied Military Command has estimated that it will 
take years, not months, to lick Japan. 

One and a half to two years ajter Vie defetU of Germany 
is regarded as the absolute minimum. 

To bank on any less time would he sheer folly, self- 
deception of the most painful sort. America must set her 
sights on a far horizon if she ia to continue to fight a first- 
class war. 

THE STRENGTH AND ENDURANCE OF THE ENEMY 

ISometimes, Americana are apt to forget that the Jap is 
bred, fed, and trained for one thing— to expend hinnself 
fighting U3. 

The Jfip hos never lost a war 

i^o Jap even considcra defeat, for that ia something the 
lEmpire of the Kising Sun has never experienced. Bia faith 
lin the "Divine" Emperor ia supreme, unquestioning, final. 
tWkit ImppeM to him, his body, hla family are all inciden- 
Ital in the present pilgrimage for divine supremacy. 

The Jap does not think as most human beings think. 
Bo thinks \dth a blind fundamentalism. The closer he gets 
to bemg licked, the harder— and the dirtier— ho fights. 

. Japan has never lost a war. She doca not expect to lose 
this one. 

The Jap has an enormous war machine 

Japan's present army nimibcra about 4,000,000 with 
2,000,000 more men available and fit for military servicp 



who haven't been called up to date. Another 1,500,000, 
between the ages of 17 and 20, are not yet subject to 
the draft. 

The destruction of Japan's armies hag not yet reached 
the annualrate of norm^d replacementa— between 200,000 
and 250,000 men a year. 

' The Jap Air Force is growing. More and better planes 
are being built. 

ia addition to milliona of nalivo workers, Jupaa faai 
a potential slave force of 400,000,000 conquered people. 

50?S of Japan's labor force is made up of women. 
Another 25% boys and girls under 20, the balance men. 
The Jap workday ia twelve to sixteen hours with two days 
oft a month. The Jap cannot leave his job, change it, or 
strike. The highest daily wage equals about three Ameri- 
can dollars— 30^ to 75?o of which goes to taxes and com- 
pulsory savings. 

Japan has sufllcient supplies to carry on a long'Var. 
She has enough food— because her sona can survive on 
half a bowl of rice a day if need be. 

Because of her extremely low stawdnrif of Uving, Japan 
has gained a mr prodiMion of jantaslic strength. And prac- 
ticailK all of i t is outside tfie present range of only Ike most 
modem Allied bombers. 

The Jap will not crack eanly 

The Jap, as our men in the Pacific know, will fight to the 
death. 

Aa we make our way slowly toward the outer rim of the 
Japanese Empire, tlio Jap will hole in tighter. Aa we are 
forced to lengthen our supply lines, he can shorten his— 
and really start to fight. 
■ Aa far aa the Jap is concerned, the outer Empire— and 
the men who defend it— are the expendables. The Jap will 
fight the Battle of Japan from inside the inner Empire. 

The Japanese Navy is not expected to take much ag- 
gressive action until the war gets into the homo islands. 
Presumably, it v-ill bo used mainly for quick thrusts and 
high-speed, fast get-away damage. 

Contrarr to popular belief, Tokyo is cot all "paper 
box." Tokyo ia a sprawling city— tfao third Inrjeit in the 
world— many times bi^jer than Berlin— larjo sections 
ofalcel. 

Tokyo's factories are fire-proof, shock-proof, concussion- 
proof, earthquake-proof Homes will bum easily, of course, 
but they aro not our military objectives. And they can bo 
easily rebuilt- Tokyo will not suffer too much from 
"bombing out."' 



The Jop is counting on us to lose the war 

The Jap believes that wo shall weary of war too easily 
and too early. 

Ho believes that because of our great wealth, industrial 
power, enormous resources— we shall have little interest 
in waging a long war. And shall therefore settle for some- 
thing less than unconditional surrender. 

The Jap saya democradea are "soft." In fact, he's 
counting on it. 

The Jap is far away 

The single greatest obstacle to the crushing of Japan is 
distance. 

Our battle lines now extend one third of the way around 
the globe. But we are still 1500 miles from Japanese e/iorea. 

The nearest point from which we can at present launch 
co-ordinated attack is 1300 miles from the Philippines. U 
we were to take Manila, we should still be 1700 miles 
from Tokyo, 

Planes can't do the full job from isolated bases. For the 
real fury of offensive war depends upon a never-ending 
flow ol supplies. Shipping- lanes must be established .so 
that convoys can come and go unmolested. 

In the Invasion of-Francc, auppljr ships had an ovcr^ 
night run to make. In (becoming Battle of Japan, ships 
ia the Pacific vriW have lon^-rcach round trips that often 
take Stb montha to make. 

When Americans stop and think what all this means— 
more[men and supplies than ever used in invasion, trans- 
ported over endless water routes—can there be any ques- 
tion in their minds but that the longest, hardest, moat 
expensive part of the war lies ahead? The part that cannot 
be tackled with half a mind or half a heart? 

THE COST OF THE WAR 

It is impos^ble to estimate the cost of tlie Pacific war in 
detail. But the cost that con he counted is 
staggering. The following figures will ^vo . , 

some idea. 



One task force of 12 carriers, 3 battle- 
Bhip3,"6 heavy miiaere," lOlighl; "cruiser^ 
SO destroyers means a warship-investment 
of about $2,000,000,000. 

And it means an extra $76,000,000 for 
planes. Plus a pilot-tndning mvestment of 
almost $20,000,000. 




Aiiingiotorpedocosts$12,OOO.Atorpedoplane,$lCO,000, 
One 16-uich shell, $750; one 300-lb, depth charge, $92. 
One battleship, $108,000,000. 

Total naval appropriations for the year 1944 come to 
a neat $28,515,787,948. 

Add to that the cost of sending' millions of men from 
the European theater to the Pacific theater. And of main- 
tainuig not only a Navy, hut an Army, an Air Force] 

Maintaining, by then, world-wide supply lines. The 
cost of caring for the stck, the wounded, the battle- 
broken . . . 

Aiid to that what we cnti'i pay for In dollars and cents— 
the terrible toll of liuinan lives- and it makes a pretty 
big bill for war. 

Americo's gigantic job ahead 

Tliere are ways that Americans at home can speed tha 
final phase of war — 

► With a domestic aggressiveness that matches that oF 
our men in the foxholes and on the carriers— 

► With a realistic outlook on the time it will take, tha 
nature of the enemy, the still tremendous output of 
human energy and sacrifice needed. 

► With a "no" to a natural desire to slow up and to a] 
tendency to be over-optimistic — 

► With scorn for the peace propaganda that the Jap wiHl 
try to pump into our homes and our hearts— 

► With the giving up—if need be— of every last cenL to 
sweep the Pacific clear ol Fascist hate, to shut o2 tho 
beastly blare of Tokyo forever. 

The Battle of Japan will soon begui. It must bo backed 
up, paid for, fought for by a free people who do not tol- ^ 
emto compromise. 

We earnestly hope that this puts the sit- 
naf^on clearly. 

The reason it has been written is so that 
you will understand why there must bo a
